Nor is this the worft Effe@ of Jealoufy ; for it 
often.draws after it'a more fatal Train of Confe- 
quences, and makes the Perfon yow fufpect guilty 
of the very Crimes you are fo much afraid’ of. 
It is very natural’ for {ach who ate treated ill and 
upbraided falfely, ‘to find out Nn intimate Friend 
that will hear their Complaints, condole their 
Sufferings , and endeavour to footh and’ affwage 
their fecrct. Refentments. .Befides, Jealouly puts 
a Woman often in Mind of. h ill thing: that 
fhe’ would not. etherwife ‘perhaps ‘have thought 
of, and fills hér Imagination w:*h fuch -an an- 
lucky Idea,. as in "Time grows familiar, ¢xcites 
Defire, and lofes all ‘the Shame ‘and: Horrour 
that might at firft attend it.

Perion that provoked their Jealoufy is taken from 
them... Then it is that their Love. breaks out furi- 
oufly, and throws eff all the Mixtures of Suipicion 
that choaked and {mothered it before : ‘The beau- 
tiful Parts of the Character rife uppermoft in the 
jealous Husband’s Memory, and upbraid him with 
the ill Ufage ef fo divine a Creature as Was once in 
his. Poffeflion ; whilft all the little Imperfections 
that were formerly fo uneafy to him, wear cf from 
his Remembrance, and fhew themfelves no more. 

We mayfee by what has been faid, that Jea- 
loufy takes the deepeft Root in Men of amorous 
Difpofitions; and ot thefe we may find three Kinds 
why are moft over-run with it.
